Sir; 


On June 8", 1998, I received information concerning the unsolved murders of four young people who 
were abducted from the Burger Chef restaurant in Speedway, Indiana, in November 1978. b6 

I have been in contact with Marion County Deputy Prosecutor] ___—_—jregarding the HIG 
information, and it is our opinion that if information leaked out from the Indianapolis Police Department 
or the Marion County Prosecutors Office to the media that the case was being investigated it would 
jeopardize the investigation and place potential witnesses at risk of bodily harm, or death. 

To date, I have interviewed three individuals who claim to have knowledge about the murders and 
have agreed to cooperate with the authorities, however, with the amount of publicity this case has 
received over the years my first concern is to verify their statements are truthful. Hence, they have all 
agreed to submit to a polygraph examination. One has since returned to Florida, and the other two are 
from the Indianapolis area. 

Therefore, I am specifically asking for the assistance of the Federal Bureau of Investigation in three 
areas: 

1) That the audio taped witness statements be transcribed at the Indianapolis F.B.I. office. 

2) That any information I develop in this case be stored in the Indianapolis F.B.I. office Evidence 
Room, until such time the information is proved or disproved. If the information is proved, it 
will be submitted to the Marion County Grand Jury. If the information is disproved, it will be 
turned over to the Speedway Police Department as part of their file. 

3) Because of the geographical location of one individual and the sensitivity of the information, I 
am requesting the F.B.I. polygrapher be used to assist with the polygraph examination of the 
three individuals regarding the veracity of their statements.

For information of NCAVC, captioned matter was opened 
in 1978 pursuant to the abduction and subsequent murder of four 
Burger Chef employees, identified above. The employees were 
discovered missing at approximately 12:30 a.m., 11/18/78, by an 
off-duty employee who reported he had stopped at the Burger Chef 
and did not observe anyone inside. After going to the back door, 
he noticed it was opened approximately 3 inches. The back door 
was a metal door, secured with a metal bar that usually remained 
closed. On entering the back door, the off-duty employee noticed 
that all the cash drawers on the registers were open with only 
the change remaining. On further inspection, he noticed the safe 
was open and two open currency bags remained inside. The purses 
of the two female employees were also observed; however, the 
vehicle belonging to FRIEDT was missing. The vehicle was later
